Q: I will be 65 next month and 
plan to retire then. When may I 
apply for benefits? 
A. A valid application may be 
filed as early as 3 months before 
the month of age 65 for men and 
62 for women. 
Q: Due to a slack business sea­ 
son I got laved off my job. Can 
I get my social security frozen 
while I am out of work? I am 
40 years old. 
A: The word ‘frozen” refers to 
; an action that can be taken if 
you become physically or mental- 
j lv disabled and have at least 5 
years work out of the last 10 years 
before you became disabled. 
It 
means the years that you are un­ 
able to w'ork will not be considered 
in determining the amount of your 
monthly benefit. But just because 
you lost your job due to slack 
business does not mean you can 
automatically 
have 
your 
social 
security record frozen. 
Q: Last year I filed for a dis­ 
ability freeze but was turned down 
as they said my disability was 
not severe enough, but since then 
my condition has gotten worse un­ 
til I am now bedfast. I am now 
50 years of age and have 3 young 
children.

A: If your disability is expect­ 
ed to be of long continued dura­ 
tion, and if you have worked un­ 
der social security for at least 
five years in the 10 year period 
ending with the quarter in which 
you became disabled, you may be 
eligible for benefits.

ROSES CAN BE 
PLANTED IN FALL 
Fall is a 
favorite 
with 
many 
rose gardners in thi? cooler re­ 
gions of tho country, who know 
that the autumn season is a good 
time for planting. Many experien­ 
ced rosarians prefer fall planting 
because the plants get off to a 
head 
start 
as 
soon 
as 
warrp 
spring weather begins. 
From a purely practical stand­ 
point, fall offers another advant­ 
age to the gardner, in that there 
are less chores to be undertaken 
and time is not at such a pre­ 
mium as It is in the spring. 
Planting roses is not a difficult 
job. but It should be done proper­ 
ly to get the best results. Hie 
first step is to select plants of 
top q u ality, and when it comes to 
roses, the best is designated by 
the green and white AARS fAll- 
American Rose Selections) label 
The label means that the variety 
has been pre-tested under every 
tvjie 
of 
growing 
condition 
and 
J that it is rated superior by the 
nation's top rosarians. 
Rose 
beds 
should 
be 
locater! 
where they will receive at least 
four to six hours of sunlight each 
day. The site should be well-drain­ 
ed. 
and 
a 
reasonable 
distance 
from trees and shrubs which are 
heavy feeders 
Poor soil can be 
improved by the addition of well- 
rotted manure, peat moss, com­ 
post or humus. 
As soon as new plants arrive, 
check them over to make certain 
the roots have not dried out in 
transit. If they cannot be plant­ 
ed immediately, store them in a 
cool place 
aw n v 
from 
sun and 
wind. Just before planting it is a 
good idea to sock th* emits thor­ 
oughly in a pail of thick, muddy 
water. 
Holes should be large enough 
to take the roots without cramp­ 
ing fief the crown or bud union 
of the plant even with the ground 
surface and let the roots unread 
naturally. Work soil 
around 
the 
roots and pock it 
firmly. When 
the hole is about two thirds full, 
pour in half a pail of water to 
settle the soil and eliminate air 
pockets. Finally, mound soil to a 
height of about eight inches around 
the ba^e of I hi' plant to protect 
it during the cold weather.

I am now 
50 y ears of age and have 3 young 
children. W hat should I do now? 
A: If your disability is expect­ 
ed to be of long continued d u ra­ 
tion, and if j'ou have worked un­ 
der social security for a t least 
five years in the IO y ea r period 
ending with the q u arter in which 
you becam e disabled, you m ay be 
eligible for benefits.
